What The War Cost 

(By Associated Press) 
Washngton, Feb. 15— Excluding the 
expenditures of Belgium, Portugal, 
Rumania, Austria-Hungary, and Bul- 
garia, the total cost of the European 
war, is officially estimated at a bil- 
dred and seventy-nine billion dollars 
in a table made public today, based on 
official data. The total expenditures
